MINUTES GF THE 1/27/89 MEETING OF THE EIDXA 


The meeting was called to order at 7:03PM by the president NU@P. Thirty two 
members and guests were in attendance. 

A motion to approve the minutes and treasurers report,as published in the 
newsletter, was made by W4NIM and seconded by WOMIN. The motion was approved. 

NU@P announced the plans for the post-meeting get-together which was 
unanimously approved.

NU@P reviewed the upcoming contests, remindec the club members to vote in 
the ARRL section manager election and reviewed the club jacket purchase. 

KIJGH stated that he needs more slides from members for the slide 
presentation. W4NIM announced he was looking for operators to help in his multi-~ 
single contest operation. 

NU@P discussed the possibility of purchasing hats (baseball caps) with the 
club logo. WD@AWL reviewed the general prices for club caps. They would be 
under $5.90 for solid color with raised stamp of the club emblem. A sample may 
be available for the April meeting. 

WOMJIN reviewed the repeater committee notes. Possible sites were the 
Marion water tower, Life Investors building and the DAEC offgas stack. In any 
event new feedline and possibly a new antenna may be required. 

WESR presented a bylaw committee report. Other committee members are 
WOIZ, WET, WESML, WOMJIN and NUGP. 

NU®P discussed various possible club activities such as Field Day, a mini- 
OMpedition and an informal get-together on March 10th at Naso’s in Marion. 

WBOZKG suggested that the club sponser a @-land trophy for a major 
contest. 

Other discussion on the need for the ELDXA net and use of a Packet DX 
spotting network. 

WCEJ gave a briej presentation on APRL section business and the upcomming 
SM election. 

A set cf 1586 calipools wee auctioned off by WBS&ZPL ~- proceeds to the club. 

Meeting adjourned at 68:15. 


much nas Nappened since the last meeting. The executive cammittee met twice 
since then; we had a repeater committee meeting with a visit to the new repeater. 
site, an informal get together at Nasso’s, an informal DX packet cluster get 
togethers and a constitution and bylaws committee meeting. It’s been busy all 
right, but fun toc. Let me address these items one by one. 
REPEATER It looks like things are coming along quite nicely with the repeater. 
The site that seems to be the best candidate is the Marion water tower. We have 
an agreement with the Civil Air Patrol to share that site and to help get their 
Pager system operational. This new site is a about 18@ feet higher than our 
Present transmitter site with a clear view in all directions, so we anticipate 
better coverage than we had before. We are also thinking about skewing the 
antenna pattern to better cover our membership in the southern and eastern 
Portions of the state. Joes, WOMJIN; has a nice article in this issue describing our 
Plan so be on the look out for it. We will pass the hat and discuss the repeater 
move at the meeting so be prepared to donate whatever you can to the repeater 
fund. We will be looking for a few good water tower climbers to help in putting up 
the antenna at the new site and other volunteers to help during the move. 
CONSTITUTION/BYLAWS We have had a lot of discussion surrounding the 
constitution and bylaws and have a new document to review and vote upon at the 
meeting. The most significant change I see is the a@limination of the contest 
nature of our club. Until now EIDXA had been a DX and Contest club and the new 
constitution removes the words "and Contest" from the preamble of the 
constitution. Although the promotion of DX contesting still remains as one of our 
goals; it is no longer of equal importance as DXing. We plan to discuss and vote 
on the new constitution and bylaws. We need to have a minimum of 3@ full members 
at the meeting in order to take a vote; so I ask for full attendance at this 
meeting in order to act on the new constitution. Jim (WSR) has an article in this 
issue describing the changes and some of the thinking behind those changes. The 
old/proposed coanstitution/ bylaws are listed here so you can read them ahead of 
time and be an informed voter. I will also be establishing a standing membership 
committee at this meeting to handle all new member applications etc.

REPEATER NEWS si sseccotssrthedievevier seu ee WO MIN 


' Good news; we have now located a new site for the EIDXA repeater transmitter 
The local Civil Air Patrol (CAP) squadron as agreed to let us share their 
repeater site on Marion water tower located at the east end of the city. Steve 
(NU@P), Al (K@YVM) and I met with Claude Spears of the CAP on March 24th to 
discuss arrangements and to survey the site. The CAP currently has their VHF 
repeater at the water tower with their receive frequency just below the 2M band 
and their transmit frequency just above 2M. They are planning on adding a VHF 
pager transmitter this summer; so the timing is perfect to work with them for 
this joint effort. Another plus to this arramgement is the fact that our 
“friendly repeater repairman"; Al (K@VM) alsa maintains the CAP repeater. Our 
Planned move of the transmitter site from Bob’s (W4NIM) GTH to the Marion water 
will require some costs to the EIDXA, which are still being evaluated and priced. 
A number of items which will be shared with the CAP are going to be provided by 
the CAP, which will help to reduce our cost exposure. Listed below are items 
which will be required for the new transmitter site:

As you can see from the preliminary information above; we will have some major 
expenses in moving the repeater transmitter site} and the repeater transmitter 
fund 1S going to have to be “beefed up" by passing the hat at the next EIDXA 
meeting, At the present time, we are hoping that we will not have to ask for 
more than $16-815 from each member. We are working very hard with the CAP in 
cost sharing to minimize our cost exposure. More details will be available by 
the next meeting.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS REVISION 


Enclosed with this issue of the newsletter is the text of the proposed revision 
for the EIDXA constitution and By-Laws as approved by the task committee. This is 
the first modification since 1983. The changes in this revision represent only 
minor changes in the way the club actually operates. They improve the overall 
organizations clarify some of the previous sections and add some areas that the 
committee felt were missing. 


A brief summary of the changes and the reasons follows: 

Moved the "Duties of Officers” to the By-Laws to make them more easily changed 
in the future. 

Amendments——Expanded to better define the precess of amending the 
sonstitution. 

Deleted the "Quorum" definition in favor of including the vating requirements in 
each section where it is referenced. 


Ill. A. Membership Classes 

Associate Member--Deleted the requirements for 58% club meeting attend- 
ance and mandatory upgrade to Full member status within two years. Full Member-— 
Expanded the details on submitting the 109 cards. Added the requirement that the 
cards be actually submitted ta the ARRL for the DXCC award. This will make it 
possible to use the annual DXCC listings to determine if the member has met the 
activity requirements. Inactive Member--Expanded the definition of this membership 
class. It includes provisions for transferring to Inactive from Full or Associate. 


B. Application for Membership 
Added a full definition of how one applies for membership in the club and 
establishes a requirement that one attend at least one meeting before his 
application is voted upon. It also defines the duties of a Membership committee 
which will process the applications. The Membership committee is further defined in 
Section VI. 


C. Approval of Membership 
Defines the approval requirements in the same manner as previously 
defined in the Membership section header. Added details on return of the dues in 
the event that the application is not approved. 


D. Maintenance of Full Membership 
This added section requires that one must be on the Honor Roll or must be 
shown in the DXCC Annual Listing to maintain Full membership. This change was 
added to require a minimum activity level. 


E. Probation of Members 
This section defines in more detail the conditions for probation and its 
relation to active club membership. 


Vv. Officers 
Term of Office--Clarified. President--Defines the duties of the President 
and adds -the responsibility of insuring members meet minimum maintenance 
requirements. Vice President--Added that the Vice President is editor-in-chief of 
the EIDXA newsletter. Secretary-Treasurer-—-Explained the duties in more detail. 


D. Executive Committee--Defined the Executive Committee and increased the 
level of expenditures they can authorize from $15.98 to $25.99. 


VI Standing Committees 
Added a Membership Committee to process applications and an Audit 
Committee to audit the financial records of the club.

We, radio amateurs, wishing to secure for ourselves the pleasure and benefits of the association of persons conmonly interested 
in Asateur Radio Diing and Contesting, constitute ourselves the Eastern lowa DX Association and enact this constitution as our 
governing jaw, It shall be our purpose to prorote co-operation, exchange of inforaation, ieproved operator proficiency, and 
fraternalisn so as to advance DY activity and Contesting within the amateur radio cosaunity, 

NENBERSHIPs ARTICLE I 
Persons interested in DX and/or contesting agateur radio comaunications shall be eligible for meabership, Membership shal! be by 
application and election upon such teras as the club shall by its By-Laws provide. 

OFFICERS: ARTICLE 17 
Sec. 1 = The officers of this club shall be: President, Vice-President, and Secretary-Treasurer and shall be Full Meabers 
Sec. 2 - The officers of this club shall be elected for a term cf one year by ballot of the Full Meabers at the Fall seeting. 
Sec, 3 ~ Vacancies occurring between elections shall be filled by elections at the first meeting following the occurrence of the

PREAMBLE: 
We, radio asateurs, wishing to proaote for ourselves the pleasures and benefits of the association of persons coaeonly 
interested in agateur radio DXing, constitute ourselves the Eastern Iowa DY Association (referred to hereafter as the "EIDIA™ 
or “the club") and enact this constitution as our governing law. It shall be our purpose to pronote cooperation, exchange of 
information, DX contesting, iaproved operator proficiency, and fraternalisa so as to advance DXing within the 2eateur radio 
community. 
ARTICLE T 
MEMBERSHIP: g 
Persons interested in Dking shall be eligible for aeabership. Meabership application shall be made by written petition and 
election to aenbership shall be made as provided by the by-laws. 
ARTICLE 11 
OFFICERS:
